Today  is  his  70th  birthday.  He  has 
been  a  Xaverian  Brother  for  fifty — one 
years.  He  taught  for  nineteen  years  in 
New  York;  served  ten  years  in  our 
schools  in  Kenya  and  Uganda,  East 
Africa;  and  for  ten  years  in  Massachu¬ 
setts.
